An average of three murders are 
discovered in Britain every’ week, 
and the percentage of cases cleared 
up is higher there than any other 
country in the world. But experts 
believe that the number of mur- 
ders committed is actually much 
higher than the number discovered 
and investigated. 

Jn many the police, al- 
though they might have suspicions, 
are unable to reach any conclu- 
sions, and indeed unable to. start 
any inquiries at all. : 

‘It is fairly certain that numbers 
of apparent suicides are really mur- 
ders, and that many people listed 
as missing have in reality been 
quietly put away and their bodies 

concealed 
Worst Year 

The plain troth ‘about murder is 
that the chances of getting away 
with it are unfortunately favorable. 
This was revealed in a murder 
chart prepared by. the Home Office 
for the Royal Commission on Capi- 
tal Punishment. Between the years 
1900 and 1948 there were 7,318 
murders known to the police. In 
committed

successfully 


1,635 cases the suspect 
suicide, 

Only 3,042 successful arrests were 
made, so that 2,641 murderers es- 
caped unscathed. These were’ mur- 
ders known to the police. How 
many unknown murders happened 
within that same period nobody can 
tell, but experts estimate that three 
out five of all murderers are get- 
ting away with it.* 

The worst year this century was 
1945, when 218 people were killed 
and the police failed to arrest 119 
of the killers. * 

Assuming that murderers enjoy a 
normal length of life, Home Ofhce 
figures reveal that there are at least 
1,200 of them mixinig freely 
with ‘their fellow-citizens | to-day. 
Although this may be alarming, we 
can take ¢omfort in the fact that 
it is rar¢é for any but the profes- 
sional killer to strke twice. And 
professional killers are very few in 
that country. Most notorious of 


recent times was Haigh, who is 
thought to have destroyed nine 
people. 


» Human Vampire 

Startling facts came to light be- 
fore the eyes of Scotland, Yard in 
1947 when they began a seatch for 
a missing widow, Mrs. Olive Dea- 
con. Several cases of persons who 
had mysteriously disappeared over 
a period of three years were linked 


together. The circumstances were 
strikingly similar 
In each case letters had given 


the suspected murderer power to 
dispose of the property of his vic- 
tim, but so skilfully had those doc- 
uments been forged no suspicion 
,arose at the time. Studying these 
cases, the Yard found that all the 
victims had’ business transactions 
with, and were friends of, one par- 
ticular man. 

The flat which this man had 
rented was searched, and experts 
found clues which made them think 
that human bodies had been disin- 
tegrated on the premises by means 
of an acid bath. 

The accusing finger of 
Started’ to point in the direction 
of John George Haigh. For years 
he had escaped discovery, but he 
had made a fatal mistake in his 


justice 


latest killing, that of Mrs. Deacon. 
He had hurried and not completed 
the job thoroughly; a pair of false 
teeth belonging to the missing wi- 
dow were found.

Haigh’s killings were not purely 
mercenary. For some queer psy- 
chological reason, the defence 
stated, he had become a humas 
vampire, Crinking the blood of his 
victims. A calculating, cold-blood- 
ed murderer, obliterating traces of 
Kis victims, until he lost his thor 
oughness and justice grasped him, 

Who are the three out of five 
who never pav for their crimes?

‘bhe newest form of entertain- 
ment, TV., has begun to provide the 
law with an extra_eye. If it hadn't 
been for television, several crooks 
now paying the penalty for their 
misdeeds might still be free. 

A suspected murder has. been 
captured with the aid of television, 
Last year, a New York policeman 
was shot by a man driving a 
stolen. truck. Immediately the 
authorities arranged for a picture 
of the “hot” vehicle to be televised 
by five stations. 

At once a viewer got in touch 
with the police. He was sure he 
had seen the truck passing through 
his district. He proved to be right. 

Matthew L. Arnier, aged thirty- 
two, was caught at a farm about 
ten miles from Albany, and was 
charged with the murder of the 
police officer, 


An American sneak-thief attend- 
ing a baseball game this year was 
certain no one had ‘noticed him at 
his tricks, He was more than sur- 
prised to be arrested.

In the South it is considered that 
the best fried tomatoes are those 
picked green when a faint blush of 
pink is on them.

Cut 
medium slices and dip in corn meal 
and fry in bacon grease until they 
are crisp and brown and. done 
through, If they break up a little 
it doesn’t matter—you may use 
your spoon if you like, to get all 
the crisp goodness.

Live On Sea-Water 


The idea has existed—not un- 
naturally, for thousands have died 
of thirst at sea—that sea-water is 
poisonous and that man cannot 
exist on it. But mow our ideas are 
being turned upside down by Dr, 
Alain Bombard, who intends cros- 
sing tle Atlantic in ai rubber 
dinghy. He will live on fish and 
sea-water, for he maintains that 
“anyone can live on sea-water, pro- 
vided he drinks it slowly and takes 
not more than a pint a day.” 

This idea is not entirely new, for 
in 1871 a number of Frenchmen at 
the Academy of Sciences . stated 
that sea-water Lad tonic qualities 
when taken internally, and that if a 
little sugar were added the taste 
would not be disagreeable. They 
added that appetizing bread could 
be made with flour mixed with sea- 
water, for when baked the salt 
flavour vanished. 

In Britain, too, Richard Russel, 
M.D., placed on the market a trans- 
lation of “A ‘Dissertation on the 
Use of Sea-Water In Diseases of 
the Glands, particularly the Scurvy, 
Jaundice, King’s Evil, Leprosy and 
Glandular Consumption.” And as 
recently as 1938 a German weekly 
journal advertised “sea and mea- 
dow-spring water in the propor- 
tion of | to 9 as a health drink for 
alimentary troubles.”

shooting upwards from around the 
chunks of wood in the open grate, 
Most people like a fire on the open 
hearth—it is one of the compen- 
sations of early fa'l. One 
what are the others? 

Well, perhaps I am wrong but 
I think fall has many compensa- 
tions. It is a satisfying period. 
Satisfying because, spring and 
summer work has culminated— 
more or less—in complete prepar- 
ations for winter. Hay for winter- 
feeding the cattle is stowed away 
in the barn; wheat and spring 
crop harvested; the worries of the 


growing season behind us — all 
helping to give us a sense of ach- 
ievement. And then with fall 


comes a more settled working 
period. Schools are open once 
again, and no more do we see 
business notices—“We are closed 


" for one week to give our staff its 


summer vacation.’ Of course we 
don’t begrudge people their holi- 
days but so often we forget and it 
nearly always happens that we 
need to do business with whatever 
store or office has its staff on vaca- 
tion. But, after the end of Aug- 
ust, entire business places do not 
close. That would be a good time 
for farmers to take a -héliday—if 
the cows and poultry would just 
stop producing for a week! Im- 
agine Mrs. Housewife phoning the 
cairy some morning asking why 
no milk had been left. And then 
imagine her teaction if she should

be told—‘Oh, ae won't be any 
milk - deliveries this week — the 
farm people are on vacation!” 
Fantastic, yes, but it would be no 
more inconvenient to. the house- 
wife than stores closing is to the 
farmer. 

Of course we know so much is 
taken for granted these days 
through lack of understanding. For 
instance a recent editorial in a lo- 
cal paper raised our eyebrows con- 
siderably. It was on the subject 
of mail delivery and ended thus— 
“Only city and rural dwellers en- 
joy (mail) delivery to their homes.” 
City, yes—rural, no. Rural mail 
is delivered to roadside mailbaxes 
—not to the homes. People liv- 
ing in cross-roads often have to 
walk or drive half a mile to their 
mailboxes. Even for those on a 
highway there is often a long lane 
between their home and the mail. 
In summertime going down for the 
mail can be good exercise for the 
less active members of the family. 
But in wintertime, fighting one’s 
way through a snow-filled lane, 
against a biting wind, is some- 


thing to remembet. More than 


one person has suffered a heart at- 
tack through going for the mail 
daily delivered to their mailbox. 
We cannot yet be included in tue 
same category as city dwellers 
whose mail is delivered to their 
doors. No, sir—not by a long way!

Mice That Sing 


Yorkshire housewives haye been 


eomplaining about a plague of 
“feld mice’ and “singing mice,” 
but naturalists say the common 
mouse, known scientifically as the 
“Mus musculus,” is to blame. 


It is distinguished from “field 
mice,” or voles, by possessing root- 
ed teeth with which it can chew, 
and by its long scaly tail. It is 
about 314 inches in length, and its 
tail measures 334 inches. 

And sometimes it does sing! 
Many people have heard “singing 
mice,” which emit a song rather 
ike that of a subdued canary. Their 
song has also been compared with 
running water. 

Various explanations have been 
suggested for this singing, Some 
authorities say it is merely the re- 
eult of the mouse’s breathing ap- 
paratus being obstructed by bron- 
chitis, or a growth pressing on the 
throat and breathing tubes. 

Others point to the proved fact 
that both rats and mice are at- 
tracted by music, and that the story 
of the Pied Piper of Hamelin is 
certainly not pure fiction, for rod-

Oné naturalist who kept both 
mice and canaries observed that 
the youngest of the rodents tried 
to imitate the birds’ song. 

The common mouse is often 
mistaken for the field mouse, for 
it is not confined to houses alone, 


but frequents barns, outhouses, and 


especially the space between corn- 
stacks, 

It is not as prolific as thé long- 
tailed field mouse, which some 
naturalists say is the commonest 
wild animal in this country. 


Two female field mice kept in 
captivity began to breed at five and 
a half months old, and brought 
about between them 36 young ones 
in a, few weeks. 


The field mouse is slightly larger 
than the common mouse, is red- 
dish-brown above and white under- 
neath, with very long: white hind 
feet, 

"It lives in thickets, 
gardens, and since it is almost en- 
tirely a vegetable feeder, it does 
great damage. 

During the winter months it 
lives in a burrow, near which. it 
buries large stores of grain, peas, 
beans, seeds, so that the unfortun- 
ate farmer or gardener has to sup- 
port it from one year’s end to an- 
other. 

Its distant cousin is the fluffy, 
round-eyed ball known as the har- 
vest mouse, which loves the sun- 
shine, and is so light that he can 
up a cornstalk and perch on top. 
He builds his nest among the corn- 
stalks about a foot above the 
ground, and about half the size of 
a tennis ball, 


His staple food is grain; but in 
spite of his “wee tim'rous beastie” 
look (which was how the Scottish 
bard, Robert Burns, described him), 
he is a savage cannibal when given 
half a chance. A fight between two 
harvest mice means a fight to the 
death, and a horrible orgy of feast-
